NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—At the close 


of the fourth act of "The Snow Flower' 
to-night at the Bijou Opera House 
Kate Claxton playing the roll of "Pan 
vrctte," a corner of the sliding curtain 
swung out against the footlights am 
caught fire. The flames were in close 
proximity to tho face of the conductor 
of the orchestra, and he beat the cur- 
tain back with his baton.

much disappointed. 
The parade was 


wstponed until another night, when the 
ransparencics and other surprises will be 
shown. 


At 7:30 the martial band dared the 


wind and rain and marched to the taber- 
nacle, playing as they passed along the 
sidewalks to the place of meeting. 


The crowd in attendance was much 


arger than was expected. The spacious 
room was nearly half filled with people, 
mostly voters, who were well rewarded 
or the inconviences they encountered in 
coming from their comfortable homes on 
such a disagreeable night. The meeting 
was called to order at an early hour, and 
Col. H. W. Rowell was chosen to preside. 
Jefore introducing the speaker of the ev- 
ning the Garfield Glee Club (Messrs. Dr. 
8, J. Bumstead, L. L. Perriss, C. B. Pres- 
cott and H. A Briggs, with Prof. Fos- 
ter at the organ) gave a splendid cam- 
>aign song which was loudly cheered. 
The chairman then Introduced 


HON. JOHN H. HAMILTON, 


of Bloomington, the next Republican 
.lieutenant Governor of Illinois, who te- 
ceived a most cordial welcome. Mr. Ham- 
Uon is one of the rising young men of 
lliuoie, and makes friends wherever he 
;oes. He is about 38 years of age. He 
served his country in the late war, and has 
represented the people of his district in 
the state legislature. Mr. Hamilton spoke 
'or over one hour and a half, and made 
one of the very best speeches that has 
wen delivered in Dccatur during this 
campaign. It abounded in unanswerable 
'acts, logical conclusions, beautiful imag- 
ery and telling points, that were Driven 
lotne and cbmched in the democratic 
coffin in a manner that gained for him 
tumultuous applause. He referred par- 
ticularly to the remarkable resurrection of 
the old democratic doctrine of state's 
rights in tbis campaign, and showed how, 
if the democrats were victorious in the 
coming election, they would reorganize 
the supreme court of the United States 
and put additional judges on the supreme 
bench, who would pronounce the state's 
rights doctrine constitutional, thus brand- 
ing all soldiers who fought for the preser- 
vation of the Union, as the worst type of 
bandits and an organized mob of rebels. 
The speaker enlarged upon this point in 
his address, and made a number of points 
that had a telling effect 
He next spoke 


ot the importance of preserving the purity 
of the ballot box and the evil deeds of the 
Red Shirts and White Liners ot the South, 
reciting brief interviews he had bad with 
General Weaver and others, who had 
lately made a canvass of the southern 
states in the intercsUof the greenback 
cause. These men said it was utterly im 
possible to get a fair election m Alabama 
and other states lately in rebellion, and 
recent events confirm these statements. 
The claim of the democracy that "£ 
change is necessary" to preserve the bu 
siness interests of the country was neatly 
and effectively disposed of by the speaker, 
whose arguments to the contrary are sub 
stantiated by proofs observable almost 
daily at the present time. Mr, Hamilton 
concluded his splendid address with 
strong appeal to the first voters of Macon 
county to vote right on the second of No- 
vember, and not to c<ist their fortunes 
with a party that is falling to pieces year 
oy year, and has no record it can point to 
with the least degree of pride.

THAT INDIANA ROOSTER. 


He was a big fat fellow of the Buff 


Cochin variety.and was iolthe liveliest spir 
its imaginable. Hia name H "Indiana," 
and he was "hatched" in the enterprising 
town of Assumption, under the ingenious 
manipulation of Mr. Henry Baltzly, whose 
daily occupation is that of a tinner. No 
description of the rooster can do Lim jus- 
lice, and aa attempt to picture the merri- 
ment he provoked could only result in 


failure. Ho must be seen to-be appre- 
ciated. He stands nearly eight feet high 
fa 10 feet in circumference, and is the fat- 
test and proudest looking fowl yon ever 
saw. The whole arrangement is shapely 
end almost perfect in form, and weighs 
about 40 pounds. It is made of wire 
covered with a good quality of white 
cambric, which Is daubed with brown 
and black paint, which, with the cloth, 
give a good representation of feathers. 
The lofty comb is made of tin painted 
red, and the gills are represented by 
tucked and scalloped pieces of red flan- 
nel. The eyes are the work of an artistic 
painter, while the 10-inch bill is one that 
would put a king of the barnyard to 
shame and fill his chicken heart with 
envy. The tail is made of strips of cam- 
bric hung on curved wires. Our reporter 
did not inspect the internal mechanism of 
this wonderful campaign bird, but there 
was a man in it whose name is E. E. Cow- 
perthwait, a lawyer of Assumption, who 
managed • the rooster most admirably 
flapping his winga proudly and causing 
him to rise up and crow loud and long 
whenever the speaker made a good point 
andtheaudienceapplauded. A genuine 
rooster crow was obtained by the use of 
a horn ingeniously attached to the bill of 
the chicken and hidden from view. Into 
this horn the operator blows and makes 
a sound that is identical with that of 
a well fed and gamey fowl. The opera- 
tor's limbs were covered wilu yellow 
cloth and from each of his heels appeared 
long tin spurs, thus making the illusion 
complete. The rooster was accompanied 
to Decatur on yesterday evening by 28 
members of 
tbe Assumption Garfield 


Club, and would have cut quite a figure 
in the torchlight procession had the 
weather permitted the contemplated 
grand turnout. 


Death of George Uarnett. 


The Broadway crossing of the Wa- 


bash, St. Louis & Pacific Railway, this 
forenoon, was the scene of a sad accident, 
resulting in tbe sudden death of George 
Barnett, aged about 15 years, son of the 
widow, Mrs. Mary E. Barnett, who resides 
on the southeast corner of North Broad- 
way and Durfee streets. The particulars 
of the sad affair are about as follows: 
Young Barnett had been a pupil in Air. 
Evans' room at the 1st waul school, hut 
had not been answering I in lie morn i up 
roll call since two weeks ago 
This fore- 


noon, as usnal, he was loitering about the 
Broadway street crossing of the Wabaali, 
and as a west-bound tr.iin wus moving 
out, George jumped aboard, aud rode 
about three cars lengths west of the cross- 
ing, 
when be jumped off on the south 


lide of the track. As he did so, a moving 
car on the sidetrack struck him on the 
right shoulder, causing almost instaiit 
death—the force of the blow breaking his 
neck, it is thought, and knocking the 
breath out of him. He fell between the two 
.racks, and thus escaped being mangled 
>y the wheels. A crowd gathered at tbe 
scene and the lifeless body was borne to 
lis home a few blocks away, where an 
nquest is being held this afternoon. The 
mother of the dead boy, whose dead bus- 
land, Jacob Barnett, is a brother of Da- 
vid Barnett, is nearly heart-broken with 
grief. She has two other children, Wm 
3arnett, who is an employe at C. P. 
Thatcher's lumber yard, and a daughter, 
Miss Emma Bainett. The deceased was 
an occasional attendant at the Baptist 
and Stapp's Chapel Sabbath schools, and 
was a stout and healthy looking boy His 
sad end will serve as a timely warning to 
all other boys who have been in the habit 
of jumping on moving trains in the rail- 
road yards. 


Soon after Burnett was killed a farmer 


and his family, seated in alight spring 
wagon, attempted to drive south over the 
Broadway crossing of the Wabash. His 
wagon wn« badly smashed by amoving 
Freight car, which he did not observe ap- 
proaching on another track. 
He barely 


escaped being killed outright 
The 


smashed wagon is now near the crossing 
and will he sent to a shop for repairs 
Freight business on '.he Wabash is very 
heavy just now, and pedestrians aud per- 
sons with teams cannot he too careful 
when passing over the railroad crossings 
A flagman is needed badly at the Broad- 
way crossing.
